AT BUSTIS, ORLANDO, AND TAVARES, FLORID: 


This case 18 predicated upon information furnished by 
RICHARD ROYCE, Chairman, the Miami Chanter of the American 
Libercies Union, at Miami, Florida on November 10, 1956 
He stated that EMMETT PETER, Editor, Leesburg Commercial 
Newspaper, Leesburg, Florida, advised that victims TAYLOR 

and DECKARD were arrested by the Lake County Sheriff's Office 
on October 4, 1956, charged with fornication DECKARD was 
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allegedly pistol whipped at the time of the arrest and was 
released on $1,000 00 bond Mr ROYCE further stated that 

i he understood from Mr PETER that victim TAYLOR was arraigned 

. on October 8, 1956, at which time she entered a plea of guilty 
to the fornication charge ands at the time of the arraignment, 
there were no outward signs of)ja beating, but has since observed 
to have been severely beaten around the face He stated that 
TAYLOR was stall incarceraced' at the Lake County Sheriff's 
Office and had been denied the right to obtain counsel and that 

- Mr PETER had been denied the opportunity to interview her 
Mr ROYCE further advised that according to PETER, photographs 
were taken by the Lake County Sheriff's Office at the time of 
the arrest with both victims being completely nude

The following invescigation was conducted by Special 
Agents JOHN H LUPTON and THOMAS H MITCHELL, JR ~ 


On November 10, 1°56, Mr EMMETT PETER, Editor, 
Daily Commercial Newspaper at Leesburg, Florida, advised that 
he could not furnish any additional information from chat which 
he had previously furnished to Mr RICHARD ROYCL, Chairman, the 
Miami Chapter of the American Civil Liberties Union Mr PETER 
advised that he had no knowledge of victim TAYLOR's being 
deprived an attorney or having been beaven while incarcerated 
at the Lake County Sheriff's Office Mr PETER further advised 
that he had obtained all of his information concerning instant 
case from Mr DOUGLAS ELLDER, reporter, Daily Commercial 
Newspaper Me PETER further advised that his big complaint 
was that ‘subject will not let victim TAYLOR be interviewed by 
any newspaper reporter " 


Mr DOUGLAS ELLER, reporter, Daily Commercial Newspaper 
at Leesburg, Florida, was interviewed on November 10 1956, at 
which time he advised that on October “, 1956, while he was at 
the Lake County Sheriff's Office at Tavares, Florida, he inquired 
from subject MC CALL about any news He related thac subject 
told ham of che arrest of victims and at that time, subject 
showed him pictures of the .,ictams TAYLOR and DECKARD, who were 
unclothed in bed Mr ELLER stated that subject told him that 
the two Negroes were arrested in a cabin in Lare County and that 
the Negroes were accompanied by cwo white girls

Mr ELLER stated that he understood that the Negroes 
were released on bond and rhe only person of the four who were 
part of the ancident who was then in jail was a girl named 
MARLENE TAYLOR, age 19 
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ELLER stated that subject related to him that the 
" Negroes were charged with vagrancy resisting arrest, and 
» cohabiting and victim TAYLOR was charged with cohabiting and 
having relations with a Negro male CLLER stated that he 
understood for some reason thac the second white girl whose 
name is EMILY BROWN, of Eustis, Florida, was not arrested or 
enarged with any violation 


Mr ELLER stated that subject MC CaLL cvold him that 
one of the Negroes named DECKARD gave him some lip" and that, 
he had to use the buct of his gun on ‘im 


Mr ELLER related that the following day he had 

1 ascertained that the cabin in which the four persons were 
arrested was subject's cabin, and that when he confronted 
subject about chis, subject relaced how he had arranged with 
EMILY BROwN for this meeting ELLER stated at this time ne 
asked subject if he could interview victim TAYLOR to obtain 
her storv and tc see 1f she had any wounds as subgecc had told 
him that he had hit TAYLOR in the nead witn the butt of his 
gun accidentally ELLER stated that at chis time subject 
refused vo let him see viccim TAYLOR and did not give him any 

' reason why he should not see her 


CLLUR further advised that on October G, 1956, he 
was presenc when victim TAYLOR was arraigned before County 
Judge W TROY HALL, JR , at Tavares, and that victim TAYLOR 
entered a plea of guilty He stated that he did not observe 
any indication that TAYLOR had been beaten or mistreated while 
inearcerated in the Lake County, Jail and the only aoparenc 
bruises which he observed were che bruise on her right temple 
ELLER furcher advised that vaecim TAYLOR's father, MARVIN LAMB, 
140 Sunset Drive, Orlando, Florida, was present in the court 
when she was arrazrgned and that her bond had been set at 
$1,000 00, however, being unable to make bond she was still 
incarcerated at the Lake County Jail 


ELLER further stated that he had no knowledge that 
victim TAYLOR was being deprived of the right to an attorney 
and no knowledge that she had been hit or mistreated while 
incarcerated after her arrest 


On November 10, 1956, MARLFNE ELAINE TAYLOR, nee 
GROVER, was interviewed at the Lake County Jail, Tavares, 
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Florida She advised she was married on May 30, 1953, at 

Miami, Florida, and divorced on January 10, 1955, at Miami , 

and as a result of this marriage, she had a daughter She . 
stated that she remarried on March 18, 1°56, at Orlando, and 


has revided in Orlando since October 20, 1955, with her < 


father, MARVIN LAMB, at 420 Sunsec Drive she scated that in 
September, 1956, while at a dance at the Pinecascle Air Force 
Base, Pinecastle, Florida, she met MAATE THOMAS DECKARD and 
CONNLEY GIBSON, both male Negroes, who were stationed thére 
She stated about ten days thereafter, DECKARD called her and. 
she arranged to see him afrer a dance one night at Pinecastile 
4ir Force Base She stated that after the dance she met 
DECKARD and GIBSON was with ham, and che three of chem went to 
GIBSON's house on Stark Street in Washington Shores Orlando, 
Florida, where chey danced, and thereafcer DECKARD and GIBSON 
drove her home 


TAYLOR stated that approximately one week later, 
DECKARD, GIBSON and a Negro female named BETTY (LNU) came by 
her rouse and picked her up and the four of them went over to 
GIBSON's house She stated that while there they each had 
a few drinks and that thereafter she had se.,ual relations with 
DECKARD in one of the bedrooms at GIBSON's apartment 


TAYLOR stated that she also frequently attended the 
dances at the American Legion, Orlando, Florida, and that at 
one of these dances she became acquainted with EMILY BROWN, 
who 18 also known as APACHE, who resides in Eustis, FPlorida 
She stated that during the conversation with EMTLY BROWN, they 
discussed about them going out with Negro males and on October 2, 
1956, while they were both at the American Legion dance, GIBSON 
telephonically contacted MARLENE, who in turn had DMILY talk to 
him on the phone Both she and EMILY BROWN agreed co go out 
with DECKARD and GIBSON that night after the dance and they 
were to meet them on Church Street in Orlando, Florida She 
stated thac she and EMILY BROWN left the American Legion dance 
in EMILY BROWN's car, which was a 1954 Chevrolet, and as they 
proceeded up Church Street 1n Orlando she thought they were 
being followed by another car, but she said that upon arriving 
upon Church Street, she saw DECK"RD and GIBSON in GIBSON's car 
put because she was afraid chey were being followed they did 
not keep their date that night 


TAYLOR stated that on October 3, 1956, FMILY BROWN 
came to her house at approximately 7 00 P M and said that her 
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father had a cabin in Lake County, Florida, and thought that 

this would be the best place to meet DECKARD and GIBSON that 
night TAYLOR stated that she immediately contacted GIBSON 

and arranged to meet him and DECKARD at a gas station on the 
corner of Cnurch Street and Orange Blossom Trai] at approximately 
© OO PM that night 


TAYLOR stated that she and UMILY BROWN went to the 
gas stavion on the corner of Church Street and Orange Blossom 
Trartl in EMILY's car where they met DECKARD and GIBSON She 
stated that they proceeded to Lake County in FMILY BROWN's 
car and that GIBSON and DECKARD followed them in another 
vehicle She stated upon arriving at the cabin which EMILY 
BROUN had pointed out as belonging to her father, that she 
and EMILY wenc anto the cabin and turned on the lights she 
stated thac she remembered that the cabin doors were not Jocked 
and that DCMILY seemed to be well acquainted with the cabin and 
the entire layout TAYLOR advised that after she and EMILY were 
in che cabin for a few minutes, she and EMILY both called out 
to GIBSON and DECKARD who were parked by the cabin in their car 
and asked them to come into the cabin 


TAYLOR stated that when DECK®RD and GIBSON entered 
the cabin, EMILY BROWN went to the refrigerator and brought 
out four Coca Colas and the four of them sat in the kitchen for 
a few minutes drinking the Coca Colas She scated that she and 
DECKARD then went into the bedroom of the cabin and locked the 
door after them and within a few minutes, they both unclothed, 
turned out the light, and got into bed 


: She stated that they were 1n the bedroom approximacely 
15 minutes, at waich time the bedroom door, which she had 
locked, was busted down and three white men appeared in the 
bedroom Sne stated that sne had ascertained the identity of 
two of these white men as being Sheriff MC C*LL and Deputy 
Sheriff GRIFFIN TAYLOR stated that before anyone could say 
anything she was sitting up in the bed and MC CALL hit her on 
top of che head with a flashlight and chen hit DECKARD on the 
top of the head while he was lying in the bed She stated that 
she has no knowledge as to what MC C4LL hit DECKARD with TAYLOR 
stated that MC CiLL ordered them not co move and to stay in che 
ped and that within a few seconds, Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN had a 
camera and was taking pictures of DECKARD and her TAYLOR 
advised that at this point, DECKiRD was unconscious from being 
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hit by MC CALL and his face was facing the wall wher Stavou 
wc C'LL then hit DECKARD on the chin to turn his face around 
so he could get a picture of him and that when he had turned 
his face around, DECKARD was still unconscious 


She stated that she and DECKARD were then ordered to 
ect dressed, and upon being dressed, were taken to the kitchen 
of the cabin, where GIBSON and EMILY BROWN were sitting TAYLOR 
advised that upon entering the kitchen, she wiped the blood from 
her face and also gave DECKARD a cloth to wipe the blood from 
his face and within a few minutes, subject MC CALL and three 
otlner deputies put GIBSON ovtside the cabin while Deputy GRIFFIN 
stayed in the kitchen with DECKARD, EMILY BROWN and herself 
She stated that immediately as GIBSON walked out the oack dcor 
of che cabin, she heard him say, ‘Don't Please don't, and 
could hear him being beaten and groaning 4t that tame she 
staced she began screaming and within a few minutes she and 
EMILY BROWN were put into an automobile and taken to the Lake 
Councy Sheriff s Office She stated that upon arrival at the 
Lave County Sheriff's Office, her hair, as well as the clothing 
she was wearing, was stained with a lot of blood and thac she 
received no medical creacment until the second day in the jail 


She staced that she has never requested an atcorney 
and was not rit, beaten or mistreated since arriving at the 
Lave County Jail on October 4, 1955 


She advised that on October ©, 1°56, she appeared 
pefore County Judge W TROY HALL, JR at Tavares, at which 
time she entered a plea of guilty to the charge of fornication 
and cohabitation She further advised that voluntarily she 
had signed a statement for Sheriff MC CALL that she did not 
want to see any newspaper people or reporters while she was in 
jall as she did not want to cause any embarrassment to her 
family 


She stated that after being in jail for a few days, 
subject MC CALL was talking to her and at this time, he told 
her tnat he was sorry that she had been hit on the head as it 
was an accident as the blow glanced off victim DECKARD as 
DECKARD attacked him upon entering the bedroom TAYLOR advised 
that she was not hit, beaten or mistreated by anyone at the 
cabin or since arrested except for suoject MC CALL TAYLOR 
refused to furnish a signed statement as she stated that the 
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: information as heretofore related was entirely true and ‘ + sf

that TAYLOR was joking and indicated to TAYLOR that she would 
; be interested She stated that the following veek at the ~ 
American Legion dance, she saw TAYLOR again and that night 
TAYLOR came to her and told her that somebody wanted to talr 
to her on the telephone She stated that she went to the 
telephone and talked to a male on the phone at which time he 
identified himself as CONNLEY GIBSON, but after talking with 
; him for awhile, she agreed 'to go out with him 


FMILY BROWN stated that within a day or so after ' 
this she contacted Chief A 6d) SO GROVES, Eustis Police Department, 
and told him of her being approached by CONNLEY GIBSON, male 
Negro, for a date Chief GROVES told her to go ahead with the 
plans and co let him knov when it would happen She stated 
that on October 3 1956, in che afternoon, she received a 
telephone call from victim TAYLOR, at which time TAYLOR 
informed her that the date for her with CONNLEY GIBSON was 
for that night and that she, TAYLOR was going with MAXILT ~ 
DECKS RD She stated that she immediately contacted Chief 
, GROVES and told him of the arranged date wich the male Negroes 
4 for that night She stated that she accompanied Chief GROVES + wg 

and Deputy Sheriff SEJELL to a cabin in Lake County, where they , 
: located Sheriff MC CALL She stated upon arriving at the cabin, + 
i Chief GROVES and Sheriff MC CALL talked between themselves 

a few minutes and then came over and told her that she should ' 

being TAYLOR, DECKARD and GIBSON to the cabin that night for J 

the date She stated at this time subject MC CALL showed her 

around the cabin so that she would be acquainted wath the layout 
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She stated that at approximately 5 30 P M on 
October 3, 1956, she left Eustis, Florida, driving her car 
which was a 1954 two-tone blue Cnevrolet, and drove directly 
to Oplando, Florida She stated she vent drrectly to MARLENE 
TAYLOR's avartment at 420 Sunset Drive, Orlando, and after 
MARLENE got dressed, they drove to a gas station near Church 
Street and Orange Blossom Trail She stated that they arrived 
at this gas station at approximately 9 00 P M and while getting 
gas, a car drove up with two Negro males and a Negro female in 
ut She advised chat TAYLOR got out of her car and walked over 
and talked to the Negro males in this second car TAYLOR then 
got back into EMILY's car, told her that they were going to 
follow the Negroes until they took the Negro female home, and 
then that the Negroes would follow them to the cabin in Lake 
County, which EMILY had told TAYLOR was her father's 


FMILY BROWN stated that she and TAYLOR drove in her 
car to the cabin in Lake County, and they were directly followed 
by the car with the two Negro males She stated that they 
arrived at the cabin at approsimately 10 00 P M on October 3, 
1956, and the four of them went into the cabin, put the lights 
on, at which tame she got four Coca Colas from the refrigerator, 
opened them, and was sitting in the kitchen drinking the Coca 

r Colas 


She stated that within a few minutes thereafter, 
TAYLOR and DECKARD left the kitchen and went into the bedroom 
while she and GIBSON sat at the table in the kitchen drinking 
the cokes Within a few minutes, Chief GROVES, subject MC CALL, 
Deputy Sheriff E GRIFFIN, Officer DAVID SHELLEY, and Deputy 
Sheriff DOUGLAS SEWELL entered the cabin She stated that she 
observed subject MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN push open 
the bedroom door and saw flash bulbs flashing She stated at 
this tame GIBSON was standing in the kitchen and she saw him 
walk out the back door She stated before GIBSON left the kitchen, 
he had his hands against the wall and was searched, and at ‘ 
this time he was saying, ‘I'm noc going anywhere " She stated 
that she then turned around towards the bedroom door to see what 
was going on and did not see GIBSON Jeave the kitchen She 
further advised that within a few minutes, she heard GIBSON 
hollering outside, "I'm not going anywhere," but she has no 
knowledge as to what, 1f anything, happened outside the cabin 
She stated that within a few minutes, TAYLOR and DECKARD came 
back into the kitchen completely clothed, and were both bleeding 
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from their heads She scated that they remained in the cabin 
for a few minutes and then she and TAYLOR were taken to the’ 
Lake County Jail DCMILY BROUN stated that she was not arrested 
or charged as a result of this incident and refused to furnish 
a signed statement concerning the information as she-heretofore 
related ‘ 


On November 1/', 1956, DOUGLAS B SEVELL, Deputy 
Sheriff, Lake County, Florida, advised that on October 3, 1956, 
he was contacted by Chief A J GROVES, Dustis, Florida, Police 
Department, and wanted to know the whereabouts of Sheriff 
Mc CALL He stated that he told Chief GROVES that Sheriff 
MC CALL was at his cabin in Lake County fishing and GROVES 
requested him to come to Eustis, Florida SEVELL stated that 
he drove to Fustis where he met Chief GROVES and a white 
female known to him as EMILY BROWN, and the three of them 
proceeded to the cabin in Lake County owned by Sheriff MC CALL 
He said upon arriving at the cabin, Chief GROVES talked with 
Sneriff MC CALI and within a few minutes, they returned to 
BUSCLS Upon arriving in Eustis, they lefc EMILY BROWN, and 
then Chief GROVES requested SEWELL to meet him in Eustis at

Negroes, later identified as MAXIE DECKARD and a white female, 
later identified as MARLENE TAYLOR, go anto the bedroom in the

that within a few minutes the lighc in the bedroom went cut, at 


which time Chief GROVES and Officer SHELLEY went to the front door 


of the cabin and Sheriff MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN ran 
anu went into the rear door He statea that he sctayea at the 
back door of the cabin and ihen ne enterea the cabin, ne baw 


? 
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UCMILY BROWN and a Negro, later identified to him as CONNLEY 
GIBSON, satting in the kitchen drinking cores 


Deputy Sheriff SCYELL stated that he saw Sheriff 
MC CALL push open the bedroom door in che cabin, at which tame 
he went to the car which was parked nearby to obtain some 
flash bulbs for Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN, and then returned to 
the cabin with them He stated this time DECKARD was lying 
in the bed but he was fully conscious, and TAYLOR was sitting 
up in the bed He said that he observed that both DUCKARD and 
TAYLOR were bleeding from their heads 


SFWELL advised that he then left the cabin to get 
the automobile and as he returned to the cabin in the car, he 
saw Sheriff MC CALL and GIBSON wrestling by the back door of 
the cabin He stated he saw Sheriff MC CALL swing at GIBSON, 
put apparently did not hat him as he saw Sheriff MC CALL's gun 
fly out of his hand He stated as he observed MC CALL and 
GIBSON grabbing for each other, Officer SHELLEY hit GIBSON 
with his flashlight in the head He further advised that 
TAYLOR and BROWN were then brought to the Lake County Jail in 
his car and DECKARD and GIBSON were subsequently brought to 
the jail by two of the other officers 


Deputy Sheriff SCWELL advised that he would not 


furnish 3. signed stacement relating the information as heretofore 


set forth 


On November 14 1°56, WILLIS V MC CALL Sheriff, 
Lake County, Florida, advised that a few days prior to October 
1956, exact date unknown, he was contacted by Chief of Police 
A J GROVES of Eustis, Florida, at which time he was advised 
that EMILY BROWN, of Eustis, Florida, had been approached to 
go out with Negroes on a date He stated that Chief GROVES 
asked him if they could use his cabin as a meeting place and 
although he was not very enthused over the idea, he finally 
agreed to it 


Subject MC CALL advised that on October 3, 1956, 
Chief GROVES, accompanied by Deputy Sheriff SEWELL and EMILY 
BROWN, came to him at his cabin in Lake County, at which time 
Chief GROVES told him that EMILY BROWN was to have a date with 
the Negroes, which they had previously discussed thet night 
He stated that he showed DMILY BROUN around his cabin and left 
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the doors open MC CALL advised that approsimately 10 30 P M i 
on October 3, 1956, Chief GROVES, Deputy Sherif® SEWELL, and 
GRIFFIN, and Officer DAVID SHELLEY of the Eustis Police Depart- 
ment, met him at his cabin, where they hid their car out of 
sight and remained in the background of the cabin for a few 
minuces They observed two cars driving up to the cabin and 
then saw four jndividuals go into the cabin and turn the lights 

on Subject MC CALL stated that they could see through the 
windows that two of the four individuals in the cabin were white | 
girls, one of which was EMILY BROWN, and the other cwo individuals 
were male Negroes He stated that he observed within a few 
minutes that the four individuals in the cabin were drinking 

Coca Colas and within a short period of time, the white female, 
later identified as MARLUNE TAYLOR, and a male Negro, identified 
to him as MAXTE DECKARD, went into the bedroom of his cabin 

Upon entering the bedroom, TAYLOR or DECKARD puc the light on 

in the bedroom and he observed DECKARD and TAYLOR completely 
unclothe and then the light in the bedroom was turned off He 
stated that he and GRIFFIN immediately entered the cabin by the 
pack door while Chief GROVES and Officer Shelley entered the 
cabin by the front door Upon arriving in the cabin, he 

observed that EMILY BROWN and a male Negro, later identified to - 
him as CONNLFY GIBSON, were in che kitchen drinking Coca Colas 


Subject MC CALL stated that he and Deputy Sheriff 
GRIFFIN ummediately went to the bedroom door and upon finding 
iu locked, he busted it open with his shoulder Upon entering 
che bedroom, he stated that TAYLOR and DECKARD were lying in 
ped completely unclothed and as he entered the bedroom, DECKARD 
jumped towards him, possibly attempting to grab his gun, which 
he had in his hand He said at that time, he hit DECKARD in 
the head with the barrel of his pistol and that the pistol 
gianced off DECKARD anda acciaentaity hit TAYLOR in the head 
MC CALL suated that DECKARD or TAYLOR were never unconscious and 
that they were only each hit one time 


MC CALL further advised that he then had Denuty Sheriff 

GRIFFIN take some pictures of TAYLOR and DECKARD unclothed in 

the bed and then told DECKARD and TAYLOR to get dressed He 
stated that he then stepped out the back door of the cabin, and 
at tha. time GIBSON, who was standing ian the hitchen, ran out 

the back door and plunged towards him He stated that he s vung 
in an effort to hit GIBSON and as he did so, his gun, which he 
had in his hand, flew ouc of his hand and that his lower right 
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arm struck GIBSON alongside of his neck MC CALL stated, that | 
he and GIBSON then wrestled for a few seconds and Officer 
SHELLEY then hit GIBSON in the back of the head with a flash- 

. light MC CALL further advised that within a few seconds, 

é GIBSON, DECKARD, TAYLOR, and BROWN were taken to the Lake 
County Jail, where GIBSON was charged with vagrancy and i 

\ resisting arrest, DFCKARD with fornication and resisting | 
arrest, and TAYLOR with fornication 


MC CALL stated that in the afternoon of October 4, 
1956, DECKARD and GIBSON were released on $1,000 90 bond each 


“ and TAYLOR's pond was set at $1,000 00 However, being unable 
: to make bond, TAYLOR was still incarcerated at the Lake County 
Jail

" MC CALI further advised that to his knowledge, 
i 


' victim TAYLOR had never requested to see an attorney and that 
on one occasion while interrogating her, she requested that he 
not allow any newspaper reporters to visic her as she was not 4 
desirous of any additional embarrassment for her family 


Subject MC CALL refused to furnish a signed statement 
as he stated the information which he related as fo this incident 
constituced the entire truth He further advised that Deputy 
Sheriff GRIFFIN was not available as he was out of the city 
until November 19, 1956

On November 14, 1956, subject MC CALL was recontacted 

at which time he was questioned pertaining to any photographs 

‘ obtained at his cabin on October 3, 1°56 He advised that 

' photographs were taken, but they were not available and he 
refused to furnish any copies or negatives of photos to Special] 
Agents MITCHELL and LUPTON 


On November 15, 1956, JAMES DAVID SHELLEY, Box 1356, 
MTustis, Florida, employed as a police officer at Lustis, Florida, 
from May 1, 195G, to November 1, 1956, advised that on October 3, 
1955, at approsimately 10 00 PM , he was contacted by Chief 
GROVES, Eustis, Florida, Police Department, as he was apout to 
go off duty He stated that Chief GROVFS requescea tnac he 
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accompany him (GROVES) Ile stated that he got into a car vith ' 
Deputy Sheriffs SEWELL and GRIFFIN, and Chief GROVES, and was 
taken to a cabin, said to be owned by Sheriff MC CALL Ile 
stated that he arrived at the cabin approximately 11 CO PM , 
where they met Sheriff MC CALL, at which time they hid the 

car in the bushes and stayed in the bacbground of the cabin 
themselves SHELLEY stated that within twenty minutes, two 
cars drove up to the cabin and as they saw four persons enter 
the cabin and put the lights on, he observed that two of the 
four persons were white females and the other two 1ere male 
Negroes SHELLLY advised that within a few minvtes, he saw 

a white female, later identified as MARLENE TAYLOR, and a male 
Negro, later identified as MAXIE DECK4RD, go into the bedroom 
and turn the lights on He stated that he observed the Negro 
and the female undress and within two minutes, che bedroom 
light went out 


SHELLEY stated that at this time he and Chief GROVES 
entered the cabin through the front door, at which time he 
sav EMILY BROWN and a Negro, later identified to him as CONNLEY 
GIBSON, sitting in che kitchen drinking Cora Colas He stated 
that he saw Sheriff MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN break 
open a bedroom door and that he remained in the kitchen watching 
BROWN and GIBSON He stated thac he did not enter the bedrcom 
and had no knowledge as to wnat happened in the bedroom 


He stated that within a few minutes Sheriff MC CALL, 
Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN, Chief GROVES, TAYLOR and DECKARD came 
pack to the kitchen, at which time TAYLOR and DECKARD were 
comoletely clothed He stated that he then went outside the 
cabin to help Deputy Sheriff SEWELL get the car and as SHEWHLL 
was backing the car out of the place where they had it hidden, 
he wes holding the flashlight so SEWELL could see where he was 
going 


SHELLEY stated thar as he was walking back to the cabin, 
he heard Sheriff MC CALL say, ‘Get off me--don't jump on me " 
and saw GIBSON and MC CALL wiestling He stated he walked up to 
where GIBSON and MC CALL were and at this time, he observed that 
GTBSON and MC CALL were fighting, so he took his flashlight and 
hit GIBSON in che head with 3% 't thas time he stated that 
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GIBSON fell to the ground and immediately thereafter GIBSON 
was helped up from the ground He stated that GIBSON and [ 
DECKARD were chen put into a car and he was told by Chief 
GROVES to drive DMILY BROWN's car to the L ke County Jail, " 
which he did . 


SHELLEY stated that he refused to furnish a signed 
statement relatang the above information 


On November 16, 1956, A J GROVUS, Chief of Police, 
Custis, Florida, and formerly Deputy Sheriff of Lake County, 
Florida, advised that DCMILY BROWN, also known as APACHL, a | 
resident of Eustis, Florida, came to him approximately 
October 1, 1956, and told him that she had been approached i 
co go out on a date with some Negroes EMILY BROWN told him 
that she had met a MARLENE TAYLOR at the dances at the American | 
Legion at Orlando, Florida, and that TAYLOR had asked her to go 
out on a 'sex thrill date" and that she, thinking TAYLOR was 
only kidding stated thar. she would She stated thereafter | 
that while attending an American Tegion dance in Orlando = she 
had receii‘ed a telephone call from 6 male individual who 
identified himself as CONNLEY GIBSON and wanted to lnow if 
she would go out with him She scated that she said she 
vould and then after chinking at over, decided thac she should 
come and tell Chief GROVES about 1t GROVES stated tnat BROWN 
told him that she was yusc kidding at the time of making the 
dale, and at this time was scared end did not kno how to get 
out of 1t Chief GROVES stated thac he told BROUN to let him 
hnow any further developments and that within a day or so after, 
he contacved Sheraff MC CALL and ccJd him ihat EMILY BRO IM had 
related to him 


Chief CROVES stated thac about 4 00 P M on October 3, 
195€, BROWN recontacted him ac the Police Department and told 
him thac her date wich the Negroes was to be that night Chief 
GROVES stated that he immediately contacted Deputy Sheriff 
SEWELL and they drove with EMILY BROWN to MC CALL's fishing | 
cemp in Lake County, where Sheriff MC CALL was fishing 2 


He stated that he met Sher:ff MC CALL at tne camp and 
told him that the date with BROWN and the Negro was to be for 
that night Chief GROVES stated thav. he then asked Sheriff 
MC C\LL if they could use his cabin as a meeting place for 
BROWN and the Negro as he did nov heve time to arrange for 
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another place He stated that Sheriff MC CALL was not very 
enthusiastic over using his cabin, but finally said all 

right Chief GROVES advised that he told EMILY BROUN to 

tell the Negroes that the cabin was her father's and showed 
her all around the cabin so she would be acquainted with the 
layout Chief GROVES stated that BROWN was to call him by 

10 0O P M on October 3, 1956 if something happened and they 
were not going vo leep the date He stated that he did not 
hear from her so at approximavely 10 15 P M , he left Dustis, 
Florida, with Deputy Sheriffs SEWELL and GRIFFIN, and Officer 
DAVID SHEILDY, who was then employed as a police officer with 
the Eustis Police Department Chief GROVES said tnat enroute 
Lo the cabin they passed BRO'WN's car with EMILY and another 
white girl, laver identified to him as MARLENE TAYLOR, ain lt, 
and there was also a car following the BROWN car, which contained 
two male Negroes 


GROVES said that they arrived at Sheriff MC CALL's 
cabin at approsimately 11 00 PM , where they met Sheriff 
MC CA#LL He scated they immediately hid the car out of sight, 
and within twenty minutes, BROWN's car and the other car 
containing two Negroes drove vp to the cabin 


He stated that he saw BROUN, TAYLOR, and the two 
Negroes go into the cabin and put the lights on, and within 
ten minutes, TAYLOR and a male Negro, later identified to him 
as MAXIE DFCKARD, went unto the bedroom and put the light on 
He stated that the shade in the bedroom vas up and he observed 
TAYLOR and DECKARD undress and then the light in the bedroom 
went off 


Within a few minutes, GROVES stated that Sheriff c 
MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN went into tne cabin by the 
back door and he and Officer SHELLCY went into the cabin by 
the front door, which was located on the east side of the 
cabin Chief GROVES scated that Deputy Sheriff SEWELL stayed 
outside by the back door while the other four of them entered 
the cabin 


Chief GROVES stated that upon entering the cabin, he 
observed CMILY BROWN and a male Negro, later identified to him 
as CONNLEY GIBSON, sittang in the kitchen drinking cokes, and 
he saw Sheriff MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN go to the 
bedroom door He stated at this time GIBSON was searched by 
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him and upon completion of the search of GIBSON, he told 
Officer SHELLCY to watch him in the Fitchen 


He stated he then walked ianto the bedroom where he 
saw Sheriff MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff GRIFFIN had busted open 
a door He stated he heard a scramble and saw a commotion in 
the bedroom and could noc see exactly what was going on as it 
was dark in the bedroom GROVES stated that he heard Sheriff ~ 
MC CALL say, ‘Stay where you are," at which time Deputy . 
Sheriff GRIFFIN turned on che bedroom light and he walked 
into the bedroom 


Chief GROVES stated that as he entered the bedroom, 
he saw MARLENE TAYLOR sitting up on the bed completely 
unclothed and MAXTE DECKARD was lying on the bed, also completely 
unclotned, except he had his socks on At this time GROVES 
staced that TAYLOR was bleeding from the top of her head and 
he did not see any wounds at all on DECKARD 


‘Chief GROVES stated that Sheriff MC CALL then told 
TAYLOR and DECKARD to get dressed and brought them to the 
kitchen Upon arriving in the kitchen, Sheriff MC CALL and 
Officer SHELLEY went out the back door of the cabin and told 
GIBSON to come out GROVES stated that he saw GIBSON walk 
ou, the door and then heard some commotion out there When he 
arrived outside, he saw GIBSON was lying on the ground and MC CALL and 
SHELLEY were standing over him GROVES stated chat both 
DECKARD and GIBSON then got unto their car, which was a late 
model Pontiac, and GRIFFIN and he drove them to the Lake County 
Jail 


Upon arriving at the Lake County Jail, DECKARD was 
charged with fornication and resisting arrest, and GIBSON was 
charged with vagrancy and resisting arrest He said within a 
few minutes after they arrived at the Lake County Jail, 
Sheriff MC CALL and Deputy Sheriff SEVELL drove up in a car 
which contained MARLUNE TAYLOR and CMILY BROWN 


Chief GROVES advised thac he refused to furnish a 
signed statement relating the information as heretofore set 
forth 


On November 19, 16565, CONNLEY GIBSON, JR , was 


interviewed at the Pinecastle Arr Force Base, Pinecastile, 
Florida, where he is presencly assigned as a member of the 
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United States 41r Force He stated that he met MARLENE TAYLOR 
at the Non-Commissioned Officers Club, Pinecastle 4ir Force 
Base, about che middle of September, 1956, and that MAXIE 
DECKARD, who 1s also a member of the Air Force and assigned to 
the Pinecastle 4i1r Force Base and a friend of his, also knew 
TAYLOR He stated snortly after he met TAYLOR one nigh.u, 
DECKARD, BETTY (INU), a Nejro female, and he picked up TAYLOR 

on South Street in Orlando and al] four Sf them went to GTBSON's 
apartmenu At this tame, DECKARD was with TAYLOR and he was 
taith BETTY, and at the apartment they danced for awhile and then 
he and BFTTY left the apartment and were gone for about an hour 
He stated thac he has ne knowledge of any relationship between 
DECKARD and TAYLOR at this apartment at that time 


GIBSON stated that TAYIOR began cailing him within a 
few days and tnat within a few uays tuerearcer, he and DECKARD 
picked up TAYLOR in Orlando. again where they went to his 
apartmenc and had a party He stated that at the parcy there 
were four or five males, all Negro, and three Negro females 


GIBSON further stated that on these occasions, he 
had talrved with TAYLOR about getting him a date with a white 
Girl and TAYLOR had told him that she thcugh: she knew a girl 
who would go cut wich him vhom she called APACHE 


On October 2, 1956, GIBSON advised that TAYLOR 
eonvacted him and stated that she was at the American Legion 
dance and after talking to TaYLOR, she told him that APACHLD 
wanted to talk to him on the phone He stated that he talked 
with this female, who idencified herself as .iPACHE,for a few 
minutes and they arranged for a date that night after the dance 
about three blocks west of the railroad tracks 1n Orlando at 
about 11 25 PM 


GIBSON stated thau he and DECK-RD then went to the 
meeting place and within a short time, saw TAYLOR and another 
whice female, later idencified to him as APACHE, drive by ina 
1954 Chevrolet two-tone blue, bearing 1956 Florida license 
12-1668 He stated that as they observed this car go by they 
thought that some police cars were following it, and, therefore, 
did noc keep the date that night He stated that later on chat 
night, TAYLOR telephonically ontacted him and stated that 
earlier that night she thought chac some cars were following 
APACHE's car and that that 1s the reason they did not attempt 
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to keep the date that night GIBSON stated that TAYLOR told 
him that APACHE told her that she would be over in Orlando 
approximately 7 30 P M the following night, which would be 
October 3, 1956, and planned to meet him and DUCK:RD with 
PPACHE at the gas station on the corner of Church Street and 
Orange Blossom Trail at 9° OO PM 


GIBSON stated that at approximately 9 00 P M_ on 
October 3, 1956, he and DECK4RD, accompanied by BLTTY (LNU), 
drove up to the gas station at the corner of Church Street 
and Orange Blossom Trail, where they observed‘TAYLOR and a 
white female in a 1954 Chevrolet GIBSON stated that he and 
DECKARD then took BETTY (LNU) home and TAYLOR and APACHE 
followed chem After dropping BETTY off, he and DECKARD in 
a 1956 Pontiac, which he had borroved, followed TYLOR and 
APACHE in their 1954 Chevrolet, which APACHE was driving, to 
Lake County 


He stated that they drove approximately 47 miles 
from Orlando, at which time they arrived at a cabin He 
stated that upon arriving at the cabin, TAYLOR and APACHE 
went into the cabin and within a few minutes, APACHE called 
out to them to come in He stated that he and DECKsRD chen 
entered the cabin, where TAYLOR introduced him end DECKARD to 
the white female as APACHE and also gave her correct name, 
which he cannot recall He stated that they were only in the 
cabin a short period of cvime when APACHE got {four Coca Colas 
and opened them and that each of tnem sat in the kitchen for 
a few minutes drinking the Coca Colas He stated at this time 
DECKARD and TAYLOR went to the bedroom and he and APACHE 
continued to sit in the kitchen talking He stated that while 
talking to APACHT, she told him that "If anyone comes in, you 
run out the back door ' He stated that he was only in the 
cabin approximately ten minutes after DECKARD and TAYLOR went 
into the bedroom when four white men came into the cabin He 
stated one white man came in the bacl door and three came in 
the other door At this time APACHE told GIBSON to ‘run" , 


Of the four men who came into the cabin, the smallest 
one identity unknown, was dressed in a police officer's 
uniform, and he had his gun drawn on GIBSON GIBSON stated 
that this man then hit him on the right side of his head with 
a flashlight and made him face the wall, at which time he was 
searched 
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t GIBSON then stated that he saw three of these men, 

one of which was later identified to him as Sheriff MC CALL, 
preak open the bedroom door where DECKARD and TAYLOR were He 
stated that he saw MC CALL and two other white men enter the 
pedroom and although it was dark in the bedroom, he saw MC CALL 
hit DECKARD on the head with the barrel of his gun, but did not 

' see TAYLOR hit by anyone He stated at this time DECKARD and 
TAYLOR were lying in bed and he does not know if they were 
fully undressed or not GIBSON stated that one of the three 
men, identity unknown, then took pictures of DECKARD and 
TAYLOR in bed 


He further advised that DECKARD and TAYLOR then got 
dressed and were brought to the kitchen in the cabin, where 
he and APACHE vere, and at this time both DECKARD and TAYLOR 
were bleeding from their heads He stated about this time 
Sheriff MC CALL, the man in the police uniform, and another 
white man, identity unknown, walked out the back door of the 
cabin and were talking a few minutes He stated that Sheriff 
MC CALL then called him to come out the cabin door and said to 
him, "Don't you know better than to go out with white women?" 
and GIBSON stated that he answered stating he did not do 
anything He stated that at this time MC CALL hit him with the 
barrel of his gun about five times in the head and on one 
occasion while MC CALL was swinging at him, MC CALL lost the 
grip of his gun and it went flying He stated that at this 
time, another man, identity unknown, hit h»mezn the back of the 
head with a hard object and although he was not unconscious, | 
he fell to the ground to protect himself 


GIBSON stated that MC CALL then told him to get up 
and said to him "If you think you are lucky, run, as I want to 
shoot you anyway " 


GIBSON stated that MC CALL then told DECKARD and him 
to get in their Pontiac car and the man who had been previously 
taking the pictures of DECKARD and TAYLOR, and another white 
man, identity unknown, drove them in this car to the Lake County 
Jail where he was arrested and charged with vagrancy and. 
resisting arrest He stated that he arrived at the jail at 
approximately 12 30 A M on October 4, 1956 GIBSON stated 
that while he was in the cabin in Lake County during the entire 
incident, he did not have any type of weapon on his person He 
stated in the afternoon of October 4, 1956, he arranged for and 
vas released on $1,000 00 bond He stated that during the 
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period he was incarcerated at the Lake County Jail, he did not 
receive any medical treatment at all 


GIBSON refused to furnish a signed statement until 
such time as he could consult an attorney 


By observation and interrogation it was ascertained ; 
that GIBSON had a half-inch scar on the right side of the rear ' 
of has head and a one-inch scar baek top of head which he 
slated was a result of the blows he received from Sheriff | 

, MC CALL on October 3, 1°56 


On November 19, 1956, MAXTE THOMAS DECKARD, member of 

i che United States Air Foree, presently assigned to Pinecasile 

Air Force Base, Pinecastle, Florida, . advised that in 

July, 1956, he met MARLENE TAYLOR at a dance at the Pinecastle 
. Aur Force Base and thereafter TAYLOR gave him her telephone 

number He stated that he had heard from several individuals, 

identity unknoim, that TAYLOR vould go out with anyone on the 

base and that the next time he saw TAYLOR, she asked him why 

he had not called her, and told him to call her sometime 


DICKARD stated that in August, 1956, eract date 
unknown, TAYLOR telephonically contacted him and asked him to 
meet her in Orlando He stated that he immediately contacced 
CONNLEY GIBSON, his friend, also in the United States Air 
Force, staticned at Pinecastle Air Force Base, and that they 
met TAYLOR in Orlando and took her to GIBSON's apartment in 
Washington Shores, Orlando DECKARD stated that on this 
occasion he had sevual relations with TAYLOR in GIBSON's 
apartment and that GIBSON was with 2a Negro female whose name 
1s BETTY, last name unknown 


DECKARD further advised that within two weeks he and 
GIBSON picked up TAYLOR again in Orlando, took her co GIBSON's 
apartment Upon arriving at GIBSON's apartment, GIBSON left 
him and TAYLOR at his apartment alone for approvimately two 
hours during which time he and TAYLOR had sexual relations 


DFCKARD stated that T'YLOR was continuously calling 
him at the base and that he specifically remembers on one 
occasion, during a period of four hours, she telephonically 
contacted him thirteen times asking him when he was going to 
come see her again 
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DECKARD stated in September, 1956, exact date 
unknown, TAYLOR telephonically contacted him and asked him 
to come to Her apartment He stated that he does noc recall 
the exact address of the apartment, but he was sure that he 
could find it again He stated that he went to her apartment 
about three o'clock in the afternoon and remained there for 
approximately two hours, during which time he had sexual 
relations with her # 


He stated that on October 2, 1956, TAYLOR 
telephonicaliy contacted him again and said that she and 
GIBSON had previously talked avout her getting GIBSON a date 
with a white girl and that she had a girl called APACHE and 
she asked DECKARD if he would go with her as a double date 
He stated that she told him that she would meet him at 
approximately 10 00 P M on Church Street and while he and 
GIBSON were on Church Street, chey observed TAYLOR and another 
white female drive up and down Church Street an a 1954 two-tone 
Chevrolet He stated that TAYLOR saw him on Church Street and 
at that time he noticed that the car in which TAYLOR was in was 
peing followed by another car, and because of this he and 
GIBSON did not keep the date that night - 


DECKARD stated that at approximately 11 30 P M on 
October 2, 1956, when he returned to Pinecastle Air Force Base, 
he was telephonically contacted by TAYLOR at which time she 
told him that someone was following her and APACHE that night 
and TAYLOR asked him if he would go out with her the following 
night He stated that on October 3, 1°56, TAYLOR called him 
again at the base and asked him to go out with her that night 
andi said that she had a friend for GIBSON who had a cabin in 
Lake County, where they could go He stated that on October 3, 
1956, at approsimately 9 00 P M , GIBSON, BETTY (LNU), and 
he drove to the gas station at Church Street and Orange 
Blossom Trail He stated they arrived there about 8 50 PM , 
at which time TAYLOR and another white female were parked at 
the gas station in the car He stated that TAYLOR then came 
over and talked to him for a few minutes and they agreed that 
TAYLOR and the other white female would follow GIBSON and him 
until such time as they took BETTY home, and then he and GIBSON 
would follow the car in which TAYLOR and the other white girl 
were in He stated that they took BETTY home, and then with 
GIBSON driving, they followed the car in which TAYLOR and the 
other white female were riding He said they folloved, them 
and eventually arrived at a cabin 
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Upon arriving at the cabin, TAYLOR and the other white 
female entered the cabin and within a few minutes, TAYLOR and 
the other white girl called him and GIBSON to come in He 
stated that he and GIBSON entered the cabin and were in the 
yitchen, at which time TAYLOR introduced GIBSON and him to the 
white female by the name of APACHE He stated APACHE then went 
to the refrigeratori where she got four Coca Colas and opened 
them and they each began to drink a Coca Cola and TAYLOR came 
over and sat on his lap He stated within a few minutes, 
he and TAYLOR went to the bedroom in the cabin and upon 
entering the bedroom, he locked the door He stated that he 
and TAYLOR sat on the bed for a few minutes and then TAYLOR 
and he got undressed and put the light in the bedroom off 
He stated TAYLOR then began kissing him and within five 
minutes, there was a commotion and someone broke open the 
bedroom door, where he and TAYLOR were lying on the bed 
completely unclothed He scated as the door broke open, he 
sat up in bed and he saw three white men standing over him 
One of the white men, later identified to him as Sheriff 
MC CALL, hit him with his gun on the right side of his forehead 
and told him not to move He stated that MC CALL then hit him 
again with the gun in the head 


One of the other white men, identity unknown, then 
pulled his leg so that it was across TAYLOR's leg and then 
vuhey took several pictures 


DECKARD stated that after they finished taking 
pictures, he was told to get up and get dressed and as he 
started to get out of the bed, one of the white men, identity 
unknown, hit him with a gun in the back of the head He 
stated that he did not see TAYLOR get hit because when he as 
hit by MC CALL, he blacked out for a few minutes He stated 
that he began Betting dressed and at this time, he saw that 
TAYLOR was also bleeding around the head and he could see the 
blood all over the bed and around his own head 


He stated that as he and TAYLOR were dressed, they 
were taken to the kitchen where GIBSON and APACHE were He 
said upon entering the kitchen he sat down and TAYLOR was 
wiping the blood from her head with a cloth and then gave him 
the cloth and he wiped the blood from his head He stated that 
within a fev minutes, Sheriff MC CALL and two of the other 
white men, identities unknown, walked out the back door of the 
cabin and told GIBSON to come out He stated he saw GIBSON 
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walk out the door and one of the men hit him, and he heard 
MC*CALL say, "Don't try to hit me, nigger--don't try and hit 
me,' and heard GIBSON say, ‘Don't hit me no more " 


DECKARD stated that he and GIBSON were then taren to 
Lake County Jail by two of the white men, identities unknown, 
in the car in which they came to Lake County, which GIBSON 
had borrowed, which was a 19546 Pontiac He stated that they 
arrived at the ja2zl about midnight and that he was charged 
with fornication and resisting arrest 


He stated that appro.imately 10 00 4 M_ the 
following day, he made arrangements to make bond and at 
approximately 3 00 PM , was released on $1,000 VO bond He 
stated that during the period he was incarcerated at the Lake 
County Jail, he did not receive any medicai attention 


DECKARD aavised tnat ne .éfuseu to furnish a signed 
statement until such time as he had consulted an attorney rm 
Through observation and interrogation it was observed a half- 
inch scar over the right forehead of DECKARD, which he stated 
was the scar which was the result of being hit by Sheriff 
MC CALL in the cabin on October 3, 1956 


On November 19, 1956, NOEL ED\ ARD GRIFFIN, JR , 
Deputy Sheriff, Lake County, advised on Wednesday night, 
October 3, 1956, he received a call from Deputy Sher.ff 
DOUGLAS SEWELL and was asked if he could be ready in plain 
clothes and have a camera within a short period of it.ime He 
stated at approximately 9 00 P M SEVWELL picked him up in his 
car and they drove to Eustis, Florida, where vhey met Chief 
A J GROVES and Officer DAVID SHELLEY, of the Eustis Police 
Department Ue stated at this time, both GROVES and SHELLEY 
vere in police uniforms GRIFFIN stated that all four of tnem 
got into SEWCLL's car and: proceeded to a cabin in Lake County 
ovned by Sheriff MC CALL He advised that they arrived at the 
cabin at approrimately 10 30 P M , where they met Sheriff 
MC CALL 


He stated thet the car was parked avay from the cabin 
and within about 15 minutes, he observed two cars drive up to

and within a few minutes, the light in the bedroom vent off 
He stated he was then told by Sheriff MC CALL that he and Sheriff 
MC CALL would go anto the cabin by the back door and Chief 
* GROVES and SHELLEY entered the cabin by the front door 


He stated that as he and MC CALL entered the cabin, 
CONNLEY GIBSON and FMITLY BROWN were an the kitchen drinking 
Coca Colas He stated that he followed Sheriff MC CALL 
immediately to the bedroom door and that he and MC CALL 
together forced open the bedroom door He stated that MC CALL 
Pirst entered the bedroom, folloved by him and that when he 
got into the bedroom he saw TAYLOR completely unclothed lying
